Do You Wear Blue? 


Our citizenship plays a large and 
important part in our life. The question 
of one’s national citizenship is becom- 
ing acutely prominent in these days. But 
there is a vast number of people on 
earth who, while living in loyalty to 
the government under which they are 
enrolled as citizens, yet have their citi- 
zenship also in Heaven (Phil.

God Still Answers 


God has never withdrawn his prom- 
ise to answer prayer. Many of his chil- 
dren have put him to the test and have 
rejoiced in his fulfillment of his Word. 
This does not mean that every prayer 
is answered, for the Bible sets down cer- 
tain conditions of answered prayer that 
must be met if prayer is to prevail. But 
the God who heard and answered in 
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A Challenging 


“Up; for this is the day (Judges 
4:14). 


HE prophetess Deborah, who lived 
in a time of weak men and in days 
of despair (Judges 4:8), issued at 
the command of God a challenging re- 
vival appeal. As she called to Barak 
in the name of the Lord her message 
was: “Up; for this is the day.” Her 
mighty challenge is needed right now, 
more than at any other time in Church 
history, — “Up; for this is the day.” 
Weak as Barak’s faith was, and full 
of “ifs” and “ands,” as we read in the 
fourth chapter of the Book of Judges, 
called by the Lord by that challenge, he 
arose and went, and a victory that fol- 
lowing generations could sing about 
crowned his God-directed efforts. / 
A similar invitation to test the willing- 
ness of God to revive his work is given 
to us. This Old Testament challenge is 


matched by similar calls to spiritual - 


daring in the New Testament. The New 
Testament parallel is found in the in- 
spired words: “Awake to righteousness, 


and sin not; for some have not the. 


knowledge of God” (1 Cor. 15:34). 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise

the days of Enoch and Noah and Abra- 
ham, Moses and David and Daniel, Peter 
and John and Paul is “just the same 
today.” Time magazine a few weeks 
ago reported a warning given in the 
British Parliament that “the British 
farmer is ‘suffering this spring the 
gravest drought since 1815, and steps 
must be taken before it is too late!” 
At that time, late in May, less than one 
inch of rain had fallen during the pre- 
vious one hundred days; the drought was 
said to be costing British farmers $2,500,- 
000 a day. Then came this news: “All 
churches in the diocese of Bristol were 
ordered to offer prayers for rain. Within 
forty-eight hours heavy rains. doused al- 
most the whole of the -British Isles. 
The drought was called ‘definitely 
broken.’” Long.ago a man prayed ina 
time of terrible drought, “and the heaven 
gave rain, and the earth brought forth 


her fruit” (J 3 
our God. 
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from the dead, = 
light... . Red& eC, Were 
the days are evil. Wherefore be y 
not unwise, but understanding what the 
will of the Lord is. And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is exeess; but be 
filled with the Spirit; speaking to your- 
selves in psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and-making melody in 
your heart to the Lord . . . submitting 
... that he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of- water by the 
word, that he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing; but that 
it. should be holy and without blemish” 
(Eph. 5:14-27). 

Time and opportunity for the Church’s 
improvement are right at hand, as an 
ever present particular providence, and 
must not be neglected, but made use 
of diligently. “Up; for this is the day” 
is as surely the call of God as the chal- 
lenge to Barak. It is in line with the 
revealed purposes of.God found in the 
prayers of Christ and Paul, and the terms 
of the Great Commission, and the pre- 
paratives for the Lord’s return. For 
this offensive, holy warfare we are now 
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under orders from Heaven. It is still 
“a time when Thou mayest be found.” 
“As we have therefore opportunity, let 
us do good unto all men,.especially unto 
them who are of the household of faith” 
(Gal, 6:10). Should we not all “show 
the same diligence” in being “followers 
of them who through faith and patience 
inherit the promises?” (Heb. 6:11, 12.) 

Numerous encouragements are given 
to little faith to pray for God’s promised 
aid and favor, even though the case 
seems desperate and the cause appears 
almost hopeless. “Up; for this is the 
day.” Moses got Israel out from under 
the falling wrath of God, on a “perad- 
venture” (Exod. 32:30). Jonathan and 
his armor-bearer won a great victory 
over an implacable enemy on an “it 
may be” (1 Sam. 14:6). Even though 
we sink down in despair as low as Jere- 
miah, still we may grasp hold of a 
“there may be hope” (Lam. 3:17, 29). 

The Laodicean state of religious pro- 
fessors today is no barrier to ministries 
of revival born of faith. Our Lord’s 
word directs us to “counsel” and to 
charge “Laodicean Christians” to use 
“eyesalve” and to buy of him “gold tried 
in the fire” arid to put on “white rai- 
ment” (Rev. 3:18). In similar days in 
Babylon, Daniel counseled Belshazzar to 
“break off thy sins by righteousness” say- 
ing, “It may be a lengthening of thy 
tranquillity” (Dan. 4:27). “It may be 
that the Lord God of hosts will be gra- 
cious” (Amos 5:15). The-state of the 
Church ought rather to aid our response 
to the divine challenge, “Up; for this 
is the day.” 

God is not unmindful of the first exer- 
cises of the weakest faith. He is quick 
to notice the slightest intimations of 
humility and obedience. If our hearts 
are tender, even though they still trem- 
ble at the thought of making a begin- 
ning, and crave human companionship 
in an effort toward revival, he will meet 
us immediately in this way of righteous- 
ness. 

Is the pastor reading these lines a 
“trembling Barak”? Does fear hold him 
back from sounding out the call for 
soldiers for the necessary spiritual strug- 


gle for Scriptural courses, causes, and 


triumphs of righteousness? “Up; for this 
is the day,” brother. God is on the side 
of forward movements. 

The clarion call of Deborah suits these 
times when the enemy has come in like 
a flood. In this time of general despair, 
and of weak Baraks, God is “sounding 
forth the trumpet that shall never call 
retreat.” “Up; for this is the day.” “Our 
God is marching on.” 

Time to “buy up the opportunities” yet 
remains. “The day” is not altogether 
spent. _We, too, as Deborah and Barak,

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Victory in Christ 
A Personal Testimony

RSONAL testimony as to what 
Christ has done for an individual 
Christian has always been a means of 
blessing in the Church of Christ. When 
revival fires begin to burn, there is sure 
to be a revival of personal testimony, 
like the old “love feasts” in the Wes- 
leyan revival. On the other hand, a 
cold and formal church is characterized 
by the absence of such testimony; the 
minister, as the appointed leader of the 
people, does all the public witnessing. 
The present spiritual quickening 
among young people in many parts of 
the United States and the world is 
marked by personal testimony — “Say- 
So meetings,” where the young people 
tell what God has done for them. 
But there are dangers associated with 
all great spiritual movements. And-there 
are dangers connected with personal 
testimony unless it is directed by the 
Spirit. 
There is the danger of supposing that 


the experience of this or that individual - 


should be duplicated in our own case. 
There is one Saviour, and one great 
salvation, and there are certain common 
elements in every experience of salva- 
tion and in. every experience of enter- 
ing into a deeper knowledge of the work 


of the Holy Spirit in the heart. But . 


when Christiafis try to copy the mani- 
festations of the Spirit that some other 
Christian has had, confusion results. 
Again, there is the danger of using our 
personal experience to determine God’s 
teaching concerning salvation or the 
Spirit-filled life. The only basis for 
doctrine should be the written Word of 
God. The Word, correctly interpreted, 
should explain and correct the experi- 
ence, not the experience the Word. 
One of the most recent of the many 
spiritual movements that have laid em- 
phasis on the Spirit-filled life is the 
movement that has been associated with 
the expression, “the victorious life.” 
When Charles G, Trumbull gave a tes- 
timony as to a new spiritual experience 


which came into his own life, he used 


the expression “victorious life” as de- 
scribing what God wanted every Chris- 
tian to have. This term became a chal- 
lenge to many, and when the conferences 
that emphasize the message were organ- 
ized, the name was adopted, “Victorious 
Life Testimony.” . ; 

In England, the Keswick conferences 
have been called conferences “for the 
deepening of the spiritual life.” At times, 
the expression “the higher life” has been 
used, or “the Spirit-filled life.” 
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Many Christians are eagér to know 
whether there is an experience of Christ 
that they do not have, whether there is 
a “second blessing” subsequent to their 
regeneration. 

Those who reject all teaching asso- 
ciated with a second work of grace sub- 
sequent to regeneration are still faced 
by the fact that a multitude of Chris- 
tians are defeated, and by the further 
fact that multitudes of Christians have 
suddenly entered into an experience that 
has transformed their lives; they be- 
lieve they have been brought out of 
defeat into victory. Some explain these 
experiences by saying that all Christians 
should normally have many “blessings” 
as they grow in grace, and that it is only 
a matter of degree. 

With the hope that it may be of help 
to some Christians in answering such 
questions, I am venturing to publish a 
personal testimony of my own experi- 
ence, which will be given in a series of 
articles beginning in the next issue of 
Tue Sunpay Scuoot Times. There is also 
the hope that some of the dangers asso- 
ciated with a personal testimony may be 
avoided. Probably many who have been 
born in a Christian home, or in a Chris- 
tian environment, have had similar spir- 
itual experiences. For this reason, I be- 
lieve it will be found that the emphasis 
is placed on elements that are common 
in all spiritual experiences, rather than 
upon the special manifestations of the 
Spirit that may be true in one case and 
not in another.

This has seemed so unkind, even cruel,

There would seem to be no Scripture 
directing or authorizing any such pray- 
ing by Christians against other Chris- 
tians. Only God has wisdom and love 
enough to decide whether certain sin- 
ning Christians should be “stripped of 
their blessings” as the best way of bring- 
ing them back to Himself. It is indeed 
better, and more Christian and Scrip- 
tural, to do as the Missouri reader sug- 
gests: ask the heavenly Father for his 
restraining love in the case of a sinning 
child. The apostle Paul gave God’s own 
counsel for such matters: “Brethren, 
if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an one 
in the spirit of meekness; considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted” (Gal. 
6:1).

while the thermometer showed 

that it was still summer, the cal- 
endar indicated that autumn was Near. 
The committee appointed to arrange for 
the annual Rally Day of the Sunday 
school met at the home of one of’ the 
members. Vacation reminiscences, con- 
ference plans and echoes, and other sum- 
mertime subjects were of course on the 
tongues of the young folks, and it seemed 
out of keeping with the current season 
to start planning for the fall and winter 
activities. But planning must come be- 
fore performance, so, disregarding the 
heat, the meeting came to order, and 
the chairman called for a word of prayer 
for divine guidance. 

Then the business of the evening — 
What shall we do for Rally Day? How 
can we make it different? How can we 
make it worth while? Previous Rally 
Day programs were reviewed, and it 
seemed that originality had been well- 
nigh exhausted. The objects and pur- 
poses of Rally Day were discussed and 
analyzed. The whole school, of over 
five hundred members, usually met to- 
gether. But this Rally Day should not 
be merely a “big” meeting, with a rec- 
ord attendance, although that would be 
desirable, of course. It should have some 
announcement feature that would serve 
for preliminary advertising purposes, 
and arouse some curiosity beforehand. 
It must be entirely Scriptural, in keep- 
ing with a Bible school, and not merely 
a “pep meeting.” It should emphasize 
some spiritual truth, and present it in a 
way that would be remembered long 
after the Rally Day had passed. 

To all these every one agreed, but

In and around Philadelphia John R.

He is superintendent of the Sunday 
school of, the First Presbyterian 
Church, Darby, Pa.; and to add that 
he is busy is hardly necessary, for all 
good superintendents are busy. Mr. 
Martin’s description of a Rally Day 
program, with the clever diagrants, is 
just the sort that can be easily 
adapted for use in other schools. 
Blackboard talks are often given os- 
tensibly to hold the attention of the 
children, but, as Mr. Martin has often 
proved, the older folks enjoy such 
a talk as much as the younger ones. 
Readers of the Times will be glad to 
know that the editors have another 
fine article by Mr. Martin, which 
they are hoping to publish this au- 
tumn. It is entitled “Talking with 
Chalk,” illustrated with his own 
drawings, and gives valuable advice 
on how to use a blackboard in talk- 
ing to children. 








each hoped some ‘one else would think 
of-something, for new ideas were scarce. 
Pencils wandered aimlessly over vacant 
papers. One of the members started 
making S’s of all sizes and styles, for 
no: particular reason at all, — but an idea 
took root and started to sprout. “How 
many words can we think of in the Bible 
beginning with the letter ‘S’?” he asked. 
The idle pencils became active. Soon 
a long list of words developed — sin, sal- 
vation, service, spirit, suffer, sing, and 
many others. “Now what can we do 
with them?” was the next question. One 
idea led to another, and once started, like 
a snowball, the program grew, with the 
following results: 

It was advertised as an “S. S. S.” Rally 
Day. For several weeks before the date 
these letters were prominently displayed 
in various shapes and styles on the 
blackboards of the different departments, 
without revealing their significance. 
Daniel 12:3, “They that be wise [the 
teachers, R. V., marg.] shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and ‘they 
that turn many to righteousness as: the 
stars for ever and ever,” had been se- 
lected by the committee as the Day Verse 
(although this-was not announced in 
advance). Stars and letter S’s were fea- 
tured on the invitation card sent to every 
member of the school the week preced- 
ing Rally Day., :

There were ten departments in the 
school, and on Rally Day the roll was 
called by departments. A representa- 
tive from each responded with a Scrip- 
ture verse (previously assigned) begin- 
ning with the letter “S.” “Suffer the 
little children to come unto me,” “Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God,” 
“Sing unto the Lord a new song,” and 
others. As each verse was given, the 
associate superintendent, who called ‘the 
roll, placed a letter “S” on the black- 
board, forming, when completed, a large 
star, with the Day Verse in the center 
(see accompanying drawing, Figure 1). 

After participation in the program by 
the Beginners and Primary Departments, 
with’ appropriate numbers, came. the 
time for the speaker with the Rally Day 
message, revealing the significance of 
the “S. S. S.” The other side of the 
blackboard was turned, showing the 
motto and aim of the school for the com- 
ing year (see accompanying drawihg, 
Figure 2). ; 

A consecrated Christian layman, who 
personified the motto himself, brought 
a ringing message from God’s Word that 
enlarged and impressed the thought. on 
the minds and hearts of the hearers. It 
was given in simple language and plain, 
that could be understood by even the 
youngest hearers. 

Yes, it was a successful Rally Day, 
but not only because the weather was 
fine, the attendance large, the offering 
unusually good—these were all con- 
tributing factors, of course. But it was 
successful because the program was 
planned and built with a definite pur- 
pose in view; it had a definite start- 
ing point, and arrived; the Rally Day 
was only a beginning, not an end in 
itself. 


Any school may have a similar Rally 
Day by using the same formula. Begin 
it in prayer, then develop it around a 
central theme, with a spiritual truth at- 
tractively emphasized, which may be 
kept before the school during the months 
to come.

ern Haiti thousands of laborers, 

twelve thousand in fact, have re- 
turned from Cuba where they have been 
working. Most of these have been evan- 
felized, and give promise of better days 
because of their Christian integrity and 
industriousness. (From the Report of the 
American Bible Society.) They are 
calling not only for Scriptures for them- 
selves but for others. 

This illustrates how little one can fore- 
see what the results of evangelism may 
be: Baptist work in Cuba dates from 
about 1885 and was led by A. J. Diaz, a 
soldier in the rebellion against Spain. 
Inia skirmish Diaz was forced to escape 
on a-log in the open sea and was carried 
off. by a strong current but was picked 
up, half famished, by an American ves- 
sel and brought to New York. In a 
New York hospital he found a New Tes- 
tament which led to his conversion. He 
returned to Cuba to preach the Gospel. 
His first convert was his own sister, and 
his parents followed soon after. The 
first Baptist church in Havana was or- 
ganized in 1886. Ten years ago Protes- 
tant churches in Cuba had 9,849 mem- 
bers. Now Haiti is receiving Christian 
impulses from Cuba.

The Program for Spain.—The conse- 
quences of Franco’s victory can be un- 
derstood from a book by José Pemartin, 
National Chief of University and Sec- 
ondary Education. It is called “What 
is the New Spirit?” and has been hailed 
as the Spanish counterpart of Hitler’s 
“Mein Kampf.” That there is nothing 
new in the “New Spirit” appears from 
extracts published in The Sentinel of 
Montreal. Pemartin says: 

“We in Spain have the right to be 
more papist than the Pope. Spain is 
the only European nation where Fascism 
can achieve its absolute expression. 

“We must be absolutely intolerant of 
opinions contrary to the Catholic relig- 
ion, Their propaganda must be abso- 
lutely and decisively banished in all 
their forms, be it political, philosophical, 
or ‘proselytizing for false religions. The 
Catholic religion must be declared the 
official religion of the State. No public 
worship of any other religion will be 
permitted. 

“The Church will be given effective 
watch over Spanish education, press, and 
printing in dogmatic affairs. The Span- 
ish State will include annually at the 
head of its budget the necessary ap- 
portionment for the expenses of religion, 
clergy-jurisdiction, inspection of educa-

tion, and other functions. entrusted cto 
the Church. 

“High public office as well as impor- 
tant private positions (large business 
corporations, public service companies, 
etc.) will be denied to those persons 
whose known affiliations are with the 
religious beliefs contrary to the official 
religion” of the State. 

“It is said by some that the opinions 
of others must be tolerated and re- 
spected. We emphatically reject this 
assertion. The program for total Cath- 
olization cannot be achieved without de- 





Japanese Lepers 





A group of lepers in Kusatsu, 
Japan, have written to Chinese 
Christians enclosing three and a 
half yen for the Chinese Bible 
Training Institute of the Oriental 
Missionary Society. They write: 

“Weare a group of. Christians at 
a hot springs resort, a poor group. 
But we are sons of Christ, being 
washed by his precious blood. We 
are filled with joy. (About this it 
is written in 1 John, chapter 3.) 
The day when Christ shall come 
again, that is our hope which we 
have. If we have not Biblical faith, 
oh, what a miserable fact it will be! 
But we have the faith of the dis- 
ciples of early times.” 


Three leper women at the same 
place write: ‘We are poor persons, 
separated from our families, but we 
are saved by the blood of Jesus. 
Outwardly we are destroyed by dis- 
ease, by worms, inwardly we are 
sanctified and healthy. Three of 
us are blind, others are paralyzed, 
but we are filled with the hope of 
that glorious morning.” 











cided and opportune action against the 
anti-Catholic sects, for there must be a 
total and definite prohibition of every- 
thing contrary to Catholic orthodoxy.” 


A Proposed Method of Settling the 
Arab-Jewish Conflict——A.writer in the 
Palestine Review makes a very attrac- 
tive plea for a redistribution of popu- 
lation as a solution of the Arab-Jewish 
impasse. This after the, manner of the 
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transference of the million Greeks from 
Asia Minor to Greece, which was ef- 
fected some fifteen years ago to the 
immeasurable strengthening of Greece. 
It is pointed out that the weak Arab 
states are endowed with territory equal 
to half of Europe and containing both 
potentially fertile lands and other natu- 
ral resources. They are, and would be 
under present circumstances, indefinitely 
under-inhabited. Thus the most urgent 
need of Iraq today is population. If the 
Arabs in Palestine were transferred to 
Iraq in peaceable and orderly fashion 
it would mean an increase of Iragian 
population of some twenty-five per cent, 
and to that extent would strengthen that 
land. “Such a scheme would obviously 
require many millions of pounds. These 
large sums would have to be furnished 
partly by the Iraqui government itself, 
partly by the Jewish people, who might 
be expected to provide some fifteen to 
twenty million pounds in compensation 
for the land holdings received. Since 
Iraq has plenty of free land the sums 
to be provided by the British Govern- 
ment and the Jews would be available 
largely for carrying out extensive irri- 


' gation projects, building of homes, and — 


the purchase of livestock and equip- 
ment for the Arab immigrants into Iraq. 
The problems of organization would be 
solved by an international commission 
of English, Arabs, and Jews with neces- 
sary powers.” : 


From the Past in Belgium.—Captain 
R. M. Stephens of the English navy has 
been holding evangelistic meetings in 
Belgium, and describes his experiences 
in The English Churchman. In Ghent 
the church in which the meetings were 
held has tablets commemorating the 
known Protestant martyrs of the city 
during the Spanish occupation. It in- 
cludes the names of 245 men and 44 
women. Of the men it is recorded that 
there were hanged 43, burnt 101, stran- 
gled 2, executed 47, buried alive 3, other- 
wise killed 49. “And who shall number 
those unknown?” On the Place de Ven- 
dredi 45 persons were burnt in seven 
autos da fe. Many of these martyrs were 
young men in their twenties. 

Captain Stephens calls attention to the 
fact that, at present, efforts are being 
made in Belgium to obliterate the very 
remembrance. of the Reformation. Relics 
are being removed from museums, 
among. others the sword with which 
Egmont and Horn were executed. This 
had been kept four hundred years. The 
Church of the Refuge at Maria Hoore- 
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beke, a cellar used by Protestant refu- 
gees from 1575 onward as a place of 
secret worship, has just been pulled 
down and destroyed. Hunted from their 
homes by Inquisition agents, refugees 
from seven villages found refuge in the 
forest round about Maria Hoorebeke. 
This is the only community in Belgium 
which has been uninterruptedly Protes- 
tant since the Reformation. In 1794 an 
Edict of Toleration made further secrecy 
unnecessary. . 

When Charles the Fifth was baptized 
as a baby in St. Bavon Cathedral, Ghent, 
a. Bible was. presented to him by .a 
Cardinal in which was written, “Search 
the scriptures; for in them ye think ye 
have eternal life.” But when he became 
Emperor he issued edict after edict for- 
bidding the study of Scripture. On the 
publication of his fitst edict no less than 
9,000 families left Ghent for Holland and 
Great Britain, the cream of the city. 
For the sake of the Name they went 
forth ! 


The Church in Africa—There are 
great Methodist constituencies in various 
parts of Africa,—in South Africa some 
2,500 churches with a quarter-million 
members; on the Gold Coast a Methodist 
community of 130,000 souls; and others 
in Dahomey, Ashanti, Kenya, Rhodesia, 
Gambia, Sierra Leone, Nigeria, Fernando 
Po, All took enthusiastic part in the 
Wesley celebration of 1938. One writes 
from Wesley College, Ibadao: 

“I stood in the evening among a group 
of men trained as teachers and evan- 
gelists who were going out to face diffi- 
culty and persecution. In their Yoruba 
gowns they stood up and sang in deep, 
surging tones the Hymn of St. Patrick: 

I bind unto myself today 

The power of God to hold and lead, 

His eye to watch, his might,to stay, 

His ear to hearken to my need, 

The wisdom of my God to teach, 

His hand to guide, his shield to ward, 

The word of God to give me speech, 

The heavenly host to be my guard. 


Christ be with me, Christ within me, 

Christ behind me, Christ before me, 

Christ beside me, Christ to win me, 

Christ beneath me, Christ above me, 

Christ in quiet, Christ in danger, 

Christ in hearts of all that love me, 

Christ in mouth of friend and stranger. 

The Fourteenth of the Retreat Articles 
in The Christian Century is by Dr. Nie- 
buhr, and his repudiation of Liberalism 
is perhaps the most radical of all. This 
is important, since he is certainly a man 
of powerful mentality and a straight- 
shooter; moreover a professor in Union. 
Seminary, the very bastion of theological 
unbelief. 

He now declares that “the reinterpre- 
tation of the Kingdom of God into the 
law of progress is'a serious betrayal of 
essential insights of the Christian faith. 
Obviously there is progress of all kinds 
in human history, including progress in 
aerial bombing and the effective use of 
the radio for the dissemination of polit- 
ical lies. But there is not a single bit 
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of evidence to prove that good triumphs 
over evil in this constant development 
of history.” 

The puzzling thing about this return 
to the obvious is that it comes so late. 
Surely the wickedness of the world is 
no new thing! 

Of the coming again of Christ in glory 
he says that “without this, history would 
be. either meaningless or filled with 
tragic meaning only.” 

Dr. Niebuhr speaks of Liberalism with

Without making any reflections 
on church unionists in general, one 
can truly declare that it would be 
good to enter into closest relations 

_ with Episcopalians of the type of 
the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary 
Society. Dr. Bartlett, its honored 
secretary, writes: 


“The conditions of its birth 
marked it indelibly as something 
more than just another missionary 
society. It was born primarily as 
a witness to the Deity of the only- 
begotten Son of God, and to the 
reliability of the historical records of 
the Scriptures which reveal Him. 
But this wetness of word in the home- 
land was not to exhaust itself in 
‘mere utterance or protest, but to find 
its practical confirmation by the wit- 
ness of work in the darkest places of 
the earth. The Bible Churchmen’s 
Missionary Society stands as the 
supporter, by word and work, of 
our dear Church’s old Reformation 
standards founded upon the Word 
of God. Its cogent arguments as 
to the unscriptural character of the 
Prayer Book of 1928 were used 
powerfully by Lord Cason in the 
House of Lords, and assisted largely 
in the rejection of that book and 
the upholding of the old Reforma- 
tion Prayer Book. Its exposure of 
the disintegrating doubts, tolerated 
in the Report on Doctrine in the 
Church of England, opened the eyes 
of many as to the essential nature 
of Modernistic teaching.” 











a severity which only an ex-liberal could 
make so severe: “It was pathetically 
eager to justify itself before the ‘mod- 
ern mind,’ and failed to realize that this 
modern mind was involved in a very 
ancient human sin. It imagined itself 
the final mind. It thought of itself as 
God, the final arbiter of truth and des- 
tiny.. In seeking to persuade the mod-

ern mind that Christianity is respectable 
and intelligent, the liberals sacrificed 
most of the essential Christian positions.” 


Rome’s Attitude Toward the Bible 
is discussed by Mr. Warren in The Evan- 
gelical Quarterly. By large and varied 
selection of quotations he shows what 
an “efficient turnkey of Holy Scripture 
the Roman Church has proved herself to 
be.” One of the greatest Tridentine ‘di- 
vines declared, according to the Roman 
Catholic Lord Acton, “that a doctrine 
must be true if the Church believes it, 
without any warrant of Scripture.” Car- 
dinal Hosius thought that “it had’ been 
better for the Church if no Scriptures 
had been written.” Another cardinal, 
J. H. Newman, is quoted: “We are told 
that God has spoken. Where? Ina 
Book. We have tried it and it disap- 
points.” The Jesuit father, S. Hunter, 
insists that the Church could dispense 
with Holy Scripture, and Monsignor J. 
S. Vaughan adds, “We'do not care two 
straws whether the doctrine is bound up 
between the covers of a book or not.” 
So the Scotch Catholic, Bishop Graham: 
“It is no matter to us whether there are 
a thousand or a million’ variations in 
texts and passages of ancient copies. We 
do not hazard our salvation on such a 
precarious and unreliable support.” 

In Pope Pius X’s Larger Catechism the 
direction is given that, should a Chris- 
tian be offered a Bible (not necessarily 
a Protestant version) and have thought- 
lessly forborne to spurn the offer, he 
should throw it into the fire. Cardinal 
Wiseman asserted that Bible reading had 
“transformed a mild and promising race 
(the British) into a pack of lazy, im- 
moral infidels,” and the (R: C.) Universe ~ 
declared as late as January 12, 1923, “The 
open Bible has been the curse of Eng- 
land.” 

According to the Catholic Encycio- 
peedia, the French priest Richard Simon 
(1678) was “the forerunner of modern 
Biblical criticism,” and Dean Milman 
affirmed that Simon quoted several Jesuit 
writers who had preceded him along 
that track, and that “his object was to 
dethrone the Bible and to secure ulti- 
mate authority for the Church.” ‘The 
Catholic Encyclopzdia also notes of’ As- 
truc, the Romanist higher critic, “In his 
‘Conjectures’ (1753) his self-declared 
purpose was to shift‘ belief from the 
Bible on to the Church. 


Professor Adolf Schiatter of Tuebin- 
gen, who died two years ago, was one 
of the giants of Biblical learning and ia 
profound evangelical believer. An arti- 
cle in The Expository Times remarks on 
the strange fact that, although he had 
an enormous reputation in Germany, he 
was almost unknown outside that coun- 
try... One could almost believe that the 
liberal seminaries consciously disre- 
garded so formidable an opponent, the 
only alternative being that they were 
too provincial to know about him., He 
had at his command a giganti¢ stock 
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of erudition in all that concerns the New 
Testament. Indeed, he is reputed to 
have had the whole of the Greek Testa- 
ment by heart. He had laboriously pre- 
pared for his own use a lexicon to Jose- 
phus, but kept it in manuscript. “Only 
in that amazing series of commentaries, 
covering more than half the books of the 
New Testament, which Schlatter pub- 
lished during the last ten years of his 
life, did the world begin to get some 
idea of the vast range and depth of his 
learning.” 


Professor Edgar Dacque, the German 
master of Erdkunde (the science of earth 
study), bids fair to be the corrective 
to Dr. Fosdick, if we can trust reviews 
in the German press. He comes back 
to the story of the Fall and of Paradise 
Lost from the point of view of his studies 
of the earth and its early traditions, find- 
ing no conflict between natural science 
and Biblical accounts of Creation. “His 
interpretation of the Genesis narrative 
belongs to the deepest that has been 
written. But he does not stop here. As 
his work as investigator of the earth’s 
origins has brought him to the fall of 
man, because of which the whole crea- 


’ tion groaneth, so he sees in the longing 


after a restored Paradise ... an expres- 
sion of the need of salvation for man 
and the whole creation.” “The quest 


for the secret of nature,” he says, “for 
the ultimate idea in nature and exist- 
ence, ends, as all questions of knowledge, 
in the road to the Cross.. That is the 
essence and end and beginning of all 
wisdom.” He says further: “The world 
was lost: Christ was born. That is the 
meaning of all knowledge regarding the 
Place of man in creation and in relation 
to his Maker. It is the message of sal- 
vation, the Good News.” 

Professor Dacque’s works have not 
been translated into English. One could 
wish that our seminaries, so slow to 
hear of such a scholar as Professor 
Sehlatter of Tuebingen, might undertake 
this task for their own enlightenment 
and that of others. 


Prison Evangelism in China.—In many 
provinces prisons have been opened to 
Christian evangelists, and in one a re- 
markable work of grace took place a few 
years ago, so that over 200 prisoners con- 
fessed Christ in baptism. Mr. England 
of ‘Chekiang Province speaks of Linhai 
prison: 

“When the keeper unlocks the gates of 
this prison, in which 600 men are con- 
fined, attention is fixed on possible new 
prisoners, but when they see us they 
cry, ‘The Jesus-men have come!’. Then 
there is a bustling activity to clear away 
old garments and prepare a place for us 


in the courtyard. We hang up a Gos- 
pel poster and play a hymn on a 
concertina while a crowd gathers. Gam- 
blers, opium addicts, bandits, and mur- 
derers are present. Recently I saw a 
boy of fifteen years. Each man has his 


- name, crime, and sentence written on a 


small stnip of wood, hanging on the wall 
of the cell. Some prisoners lie on the 
floor gambling. A Buddhist priest sits 
a few feet from us, chanting over paper 
money to be burnt, thus sending it to 
the other world to help some one in dis- 
tress. 

“Mr. Li was a robber, having helped 
in plundering twelve ships. Sentenced 
to twenty-five years’ imprisonment, he 
had served only five years when he 
heard us preach the Gospel. Unknown 
to us he believed the Good News, and 
for three years bore witness to his 
newly-found Saviour among his com- 
panions, praying so much that some 
thought him demented. But the officials, 
recognizing the transformation in- his 
character, liberated him. He found his 
way to our chapel and showed me a cross 
tattooed on his arm. How eager was:he 
to learn to read and how keen to attend 
the meetings! He insisted on coming 
back to his old prison with us, and with 
a radiant face told in: glowing words 
what Christ had done for him. Many 
raised hands when he appealed to them, 
also, to follow Christ. 

“There are several more who are God’s 


children. Their feet are bound. in chains, 


but they rejoice in the liberty of Christ. 
One life-sentenced man once asked me 
how he could get peace of heart, for he 
knew he was.a sinner. It was a joy to 
point him to the Lamb of God. Now 
week by week he waits for the meeting, 
New Testament in hand: ‘When we pass 
out of the prison, prisoners: in other 
cells call through: the bars, asking for 
tracts and Gospel portions.” 


Brief Notes-—-The Roman Catholic 
Church in Qhio is demanding of the 
State some $3,500,000 for parochial schools, 
in spite of the fact that the State of 
Ohio in its constitution declares that no 
school monies shall be availeble for 
parochial schools. 


George McCready Price describes in 
The Watchman the _ discovery, near 
Berea, Ky.,. of footprints to which geolo- 
gists have given the name of: Phenan- 
thropus mirabilis (“marvelously human- 
looking”). They declare it occurs in 
strata 250 million years old when, ac- 
cording to them, man has been on earth 
not more than a million years! This 
seems to them an age 250 times too ‘great, 
and they cannot account for it. Profes- 
sor Price considers it only one more 
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illustration of the breakdown of evolu- 
tionary dating by the rocks. 


Action Biblique (“Bible Action”) is 
the answer to Catholic Action. The lat- 
ter is political action: the former. de- 
pends on the Word. One form is Scrip- 
ture distribution at the cemeteries to 
which French Catholics stream in the 
first days of November (All Saints and 
All Souls Days). Last year 22,540 Gos- 
pels were distributed in Paris ceme- 
teries, and 1,960 in provincial ones. 
Bands of young people volunteer for 
this work. 


The Church Missionary Society has a 
hospital at Quetta, N. W. India, and for 
twenty-eight years this hospital has op- 
erated a branch at Shikapur two months 
each year. It specializes in eye treat- 
ment. In each of the twenty-eight years 
some 1,200 cataract operations alone have 
been performed by Dr. H. T. Holland, 
dean of eye surgeons in India. This 
two months hospital has restored sight 
to certainly 30,000 people. A team of 
five evangelistic workers accompany the 
oculists, selling last year. 3,600 Scrip- 
ture portions, a remarkable turnover in 
view of the fact that the district is Mos- 
lem. 


The Maréchale, General Booth’s daugh- 
ter; is past eighty, yet she has been en- 
gaged in fruitful evangelism in the 
year past in Norwegian cities, Bergen, 
Oslo, and Stavanger, speaking to 
crowded halls. In parlor meetings she 
has spoken to numerous personalities in 
the world of diplomacy, of arts and 
sciences, concerning the power of Christ 
to’ save men. 


At Church Unity conferences Eastern 
Orthodox priests, in variegated clothing, 
“astonish the bourgeois,” to use the 
French phrase. When one gets into real 
life things are different. Two Russian 
Christians evangelizing in Jugoslavia, 
Mr: and Mrs. Twerdowsky, write of good 
meetings and the baptism of.fifteen per- 
sons. “Then came the Orthodox priest 
and policemen and destroyed our serv- 
ice. Another member of the group was 
arrested for preaching the Gospel and 
fined one thousand dinars. 


Another Russian, now in Poland, says 
that when he was converted he was 
working as a railway engineer, making 
a good living. “Now when I ask for 
work I am questioned as to what my 
religion is. When I answer that I be- 
long to the Evangelical Church and con- 
fess to God rather than to priests, they 
tell me there is no work for me. We 
must pray that God may open the hearts 
of these people.” 


A letter in the Christian Century men- 
tions one of America’s most famous 
rabbis as saying: “We Jews will never 
see peace until you Christians stop 
teaching your children the New Testa- 
ment.” They will never see peace until 
they accept it themselves as the reposi- 
tory of the very truth of God.

Approach to the Lesson 


HERE is a very real danger in 
[succes even for those who are 

children of God. It is easy to be- 
come proud and to take credit to one- 
self instead of giving all the glory to 
him through whom alone promotion 
comes (Psa. 75:6, 7). King Uzziah, as 
he is called here, otherwise known as 
Azariah ( Kings 14:21; 15:1-7), is a 
striking illustration of this truth. Like 
many others, he began well and ended 
badly. In his early years he was ear- 
nest and energetic in building up the 
Kingdom of Judah and in furthering the 
observance of the law of the Lord. While 
under the helpful influence of “Zech- 
ariah, who had understanding in the 
visions of God” (2 Chrori. 26:5), he 
sought after God, and as long as he did 
so he prospered. “But when he was 
strong, his heart was lifted up to his 
destruction” (v. 16). In his old age he 
became a “castaway” (1 Cor. 9:27). He 
was set to one side as unfit to be used 
of the Lord, while his son acted as re- 
gent in his place. 


The Historical Setting 


Succeeding’ his father, Amaziah, in 
810 B. C., Uzziah, who was but sixteen 
years of age, became king of Judah and 
reigned gloriously until, because of his 
impiety, he was smitten with leprosy, 
his son Jotham becoming regent about 
765 B. C. Uzziah died at the age of 
sixty-eight, in 758 B. C. 


Verse by Verse 


2 Chron. 26:3.—“Sixteen years old was 
Uzziah when he began to reign.” Though 
very young to have such heavy respon- 
sibility thrust upon him, Uzziah proved 
himself an able and a godly youth, who 
recognized that he must rule in the fear 
of God: 


Verse 4.—“He did that which was right 

. according to all that his father 

Amaziah did.” Following his father’s 

good example, the young king set him- 

self to walk in the ways of the Lord, 

that he might thus guide his people 
aright. . 

Verse 5.—“As long as he sought the 
Lord,” all went well. What a pity there 
was any time limit to this! But how 
often we see people start out with the 
highest ideals, and with real purpose 
of heart to go on with God, only to be 





turned aside in later years because of 
backsliding in heart. Zechariah’s influ- 
ence evidently meant much to the young 
king, but he lacked the spiritual stamina 
which would have enabled him to go 
on ‘in the right way after the servant 
of God had died. 


Verses 6 to 15 are one long record of 
success such as few kings have known. 
Uzziah was everywhere victorious over 
the foes of Judah. He-built towers for 
defense and digged wells for the refresh- 
ment of his people. He was in many 
respects an ideal ruler. 


Verse 16.—“When he was strong.” His 
very strength was his weakness. With 
success came pride and self-confidence. 
He attempted to assume the priest’s of- 
fice, which was an act of sacrilege and 
sternly forbidden in the law of God. 


Verses 17 and 18.—“Azariah the priest 

. . withstood ... the king.” The high 
priest and his associates sought to hold 
the king back from carrying out his 
determinate purpose, pointing out to him 
that only the consecrated priests of the 
Lord have divinely given title to offer 
the holy incense in the sanctuary. 


Verse 19.—“Uzziah was wroth.” In his 
unreasonable anger he would brook no 
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opposition, but endeavored “to force his 
way through the priestly guard. As he 
did so, “the leprosy even rose up in his 
forehead.” He was smitten by God with 
the dread disease for which no human 
cure was known. 


Verse 20.—“He was leprous in his fore- 
head.” Leprosy of the head typified the 
pride that dominated him. It was like 

_the outbursting of the evil from within. 
Because of his condition, he “hasted also 
to go out, because the Lord had smitten 
him.” He suffered all the rest of his 
life under the governmental hand of 
God for his sinful folly. 


Verse 21—‘He was cut off from the 
house of the Lord.” As a leper he had 
to dwell apart, an unclean person with 
whom others were forbidden to associ- 
ate. His son assumed the reigns of gov- 
ernment, ruling as his father’s represen- 
tative so long as Uzziah continued to 
live. It is a sad close to a life that be- 
gan with great promise. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


“Pride goeth before destruction, and 
an haughty spirit before a fall” (Prov. 
16:18). When Uzziah was little in his 
own eyes God could trust him with suc- 
cess; but when he became strong, his 
heart, we are told, was lifted up to his 
destruction. Once more we see in his 
unhappy history the importance of walk- 
ing humbly with God, in a spirit of 
self-distrust, depending daily upon di- 
vine help and guidance in order so to 
live as to glorify the Lord always. Uz- 
ziah was beyond all doubt a real child 
of God, a man born again, who had sav- 
ing faith, but he lost his fellowship and 
became vain and self-assertive, and so 
lost out in his testimony. We may well 
believe that he became repentant in 
those years of retirement as his days 
drew to a close, but he had forfeited his 
great opportunities to be the leader of 
the people of God and he was set to one 
side as disapproved.

Our cruel 
and crafty foes—the world, the flesh, 
and the Devil—are ever on the alert, 
seeking to destroy our discipleship. We 
cannot afford to be indifferent or care- 
less. We must be grounded in the faith 
and built up in the truth if we would 
maintain our testimony for God. 


On the other hand, we must remember 
that truth alone, however precious, will 
not preserve from failure. We may even 
become proud of the knowledge God has 
given us, for knowledge, alone, puffeth 
up (1 Cor. 8:1). It is love that really 
edifies or builds up. When love has its 
rightful place, pride will not be able to 
flourish. Love is the death of pride. 
Lowliness of spirit and the love of Christ 
in the heart are intimate companions. 
Pride is abhorrent to God and kills every 
holy impulse. 


Uzziah’s success had evidently fos- 
tered a certain degree of self-satisfaction. 
Instead of giving God all the glory, he 
probably congratulated himself upon his 
wisdom and prowess. Thus he fed the 
growing fire of pride and self-assertive- 
ness which resulted in his dismal failure 
and his being set to one side as an in- 
strument no longer useful to the Lord, 
who had chosen him to be the leader of 
his people. Similar cases abound in the 
history of the church and call upon us 
all “to do justly, and to love mercy, and 
to. walk humbly” with our God (Mic. 
6:8). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


It is pathetic to see how the promise 
of Uzziah’s early days failed of final 
fulfillment because he permitted the 
deadly weed of pride to grow up in his 
heart. Are we careful to judge the same 
evil thing, which is inherent in the old 
nature and must be condemned in the 
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light of the cross if we would ever live 
victoriously? 

Probably the most subtle foe we have 
to meet is this same pride of heart. It 
cannot flourish in the light of the cross. 
Have we reckoned ourselves dead to this 
sin, as also to every other? 


Spiritual pride is not so readily de- 
tected as pride on the natural plane, but 
is most obnoxious to God. Do we rec- 
ognize our own unworthiness, and that 
all our blessings are on the ground: of 
pure grace? 


It was God who separated the sons of 
Aaron to the priesthood in Israel and 
the sons of David to reign as kings. 
Uzziah was not content to fill his ap- 
pointed office, but sought to usurp the 
ministry of the priests. Have we learned 
to seek to do the work to which we have 
been called, and to be satisfied to fill 
the niche in which divine wisdom has 
placed us? 


To become a castaway means, not the 
eternal loss of the soul, but to be set 
to one side as disapproved —no longer 
useful to God. If we would avoid this, 
we need to watch and pray lest we enter 
into temptation (Matt. 26:41). 


We shall never be secure from failure 
except as we are occupied with Christ. 
Do we seek to enter into his sufferings 
and die- daily in fellowship with him 
who is himself our Victory?

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The Busy Men’s Corner

Mothers.—His mother’s name also was 
Jecoliah (2 Chron. 26:3). “No wonder 
he has turned out so well; he had a good 
mother,” is often said of some achieving 
young man. “It’s a shame, for he had 
a good mother,” is said with regret of 
a bad man. Satan gets the man and 
hangs him up for the world’s scorn. 

Those who have to do with crime say 
that almost all the young offenders come 
out of homes that are divided or di- 
vorced, homes where there was little 
or no fine mother influence to be poured 
over the children (Prov. 31:28; 2 Tim. 
1:5). 

One of the sad sights of this present

day is the sight of a young woman swig- 
ging cocktails, burning tobacco, gam- 
bling at cards, and giving the best things 
of life absent treatment. "When these 
young women have homes of their own 
what sort of boys and girls will come out 
of them? One thing certain, the fine 
and successful “Big Men” of this day 
were not bred in a tobacco-cocktail-gam- 
bling atmosphere. 

When Mrs, Ridgway and I were at the 
Del Monte Motel in California there 
came to the hotel a college fraternity of 
some 400 young women. I think it was 
called “Alpha Qui Omega.” We did 
not see one of those fine looking girls 
with a cigarette. If they smoked at all 
they did not do it in public. 

As we sat in the hotel lobby, across 
the “peacock alley” from us were two 
fashionable women with long smokers 
holding cigarettes. One was trying to 
make rings and the other was blowing 
the smoke through her nose. Two boys 
ef about twenty-one came along; both 
were smoking. As they noticed the old 
girls with their smokes, one boy nudged 
the other, and jerking his head toward 
them we heard him say, “Sam, how’d 
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ya like to have somethin’ like that for 
your mother?” 

I said to Mrs. Ridgway, “Mary, there 
is the answer to the question, ‘Shall: our 
girls smoke?’” 

Uzziah started out all right, like his 
father Amaziah he did that which was 
right. “A chip off the old block.” Sweet 
sixteen. ‘When Israel was a child, then 
I loved him” (Hos. 11:1). 


The Twins.—As long as he sought the 
Lorp, God made him to prosper (v. 5). 
This text is one that preachers and 
teachers should burn into the hearts of 
all young people. As has been so many 
times said in this Corner, Godliness and 
Prosperity go hand in hand. 

And “Prosperity” does not mean riches, 
by a long shot. Here in Coatesville some 
of our most prosperous citizens are the 
mill men whose income has been the 
weekly, biweekly, monthly yellow en- 
velope, or in these later days by the 
pay check. 

The homes of these men are as com- 
fortable as those of the bosses. They 
have their automobiles, electric refriger- 
ators, washing machines and mangles, 
radios, oil burning heaters, and what- 
ever else of convenience there is to 
have. 

Then after so many years of faithful 
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service they are retired and draw a pen- 
sion .as long as they live, and their post 
office address is Umpty-teen Easy 
Street! And all this long before any 
“New Deal” came butting in 

Here is the point I want to make: 
All these prosperous mill men, with 
scarcely an exception, are and have been 
tied up with the church. Not one of 
them shared his weekly pay with the 
liquor seller or the race track “bookie.” 

It is the taproom customer’s family 
that will call for clothing and shoes and 
fuel and fgod next winter. Yes, and 
will get them, since in the small town 
and countryside we are all neighbors 
and “sisters under the skin,” in spite of 
tippling husbands and fathers. 

I rejoice that I have divine authority 
to tell all my people here in Coates- 
ville, Rock Run, and this Corner, “Tie 
up with Heaven and prosper” (Psa. 34: 
9; Luke 12:31; Psa. 37:25). 

The handicapped one? Well, I have 
in the Iron Rose Class a man whose 
both legs were blown off at the hips by 
the explosion of an acetylene gas tank. 
He goes to his work in the mill every 
day; not the mill of his accident, but 
the Lukens Co. Yes, he drives his own 
car. I have another friend, the head of 
a great paper mill. When he was fifteen 
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hé could not read or write or see. Got 
into .a Methodist “Protracted Meeting,” 
went up to the Mourner’s Bench. The 
church folks got interested and got him 
glasses, and up he went hand in hand 
with his Lord. 

Yes, indeed, as long as Uzziah sought 
the Lorp he prospered—and so will 
you, on the same terms. 


Hearts and Heads—When he was 
strong, his heart was lifted up to his 
destruction (v. 16). Uzziah could not 
Stand prosperity, like some we have 
khown in later days and other lands. 
Saul set a bad example for the Hebrew 
line. Began all right, but ended all 
wrong (1 Sam. 10:24). Solomon ditto 
(Ll. Kings 11:6). 

When a man gets “strong” in any of 
the places of life, politically, profession- 
ally; or commercially, and is so unwise 
as to let go of God, the heart at once 
begins to lift itself up, and that seems 
in many cases to cause a swelling of the 
head. 

With the elevated heart and the 
swelled head almost anything can hap- 
pen — even a big fall down! As I write 
this note Dr. Ironside has just come into 
he Times ds.a lesson writer (his first 
ésson article: issue of Dec. 18, 1937). 
n his opening on Mark he quotes this

The quickest way up is down,

Indeed, it was because of the lifted 
heart and swelled head that the Kingdom 
of Judah was bounded on the north by 
the Kingdom of Israel, and _ Israel 
bounded on the south by Judah! His 
fame was Rehoboam, son of Solomon!

AY, fellows, a king becomes a leper 

and an outcast, and is left to die alone 
in his misery because he presumed to 
put his unhallowed hands. on God’s 
sacred things. Yet King Uzziah’s act in 
attempting to burn incense on the altar 
in the Temple — which only the ordained 
priests should do, and for which act 
he lost his crown and so tragically suf- 
fered—was probably not half so bad 
as the sacrileges committed by many 
Christians today. There is the mishan- 
dling of God’s Holy Word. It is a com- 
mon thing to hear jokes about the Bible 
in a social gathering of Christians. Some 
of the tenderest, most sacred (if there 
are comparative degrees as to the sacred- 
ness of any part of Scripture) sayings 
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and parables and teachings of our Lord 
are parodied and “purmed” and made 
the butt of jokes to’ provoke laughter 
and merriment. Christians do this, and 
Christians laugh at them. If one ‘is 
shocked and does not laugh he is looked 
upon as a gloom-spreader. 

I heard a Presbyterian elder, a brilliant 
scholar, in a lecture before an audience 
of five hundred, throw his hearers into 
convulsions of laughter with a most 
ridiculous parody on the parable of “The 
Prodigal Son.” That story was told out 
of the heart of the Lord Jesus to show 
the folly of sin, the wisdom and neces- 
‘sity of repentance and confession, and 
the great, longing, forgiving heart of 
God the Father. It has been used by 
the Holy Spirit to challenge and bring 
many a poor, hopeless, down-and-out 
sinner back to God and salvation. It is 
one of the priceless, holy things of 
Scripture, and was never designed to 
be made the butt of ridicule and laugh- 
ter. 

Yes, they do it thoughtlessly, and with- 
out intending any harm. Nevertheless, 
it is a tragic mistake and does infinite 
harm. Often there will be in your group 
those who are already wavering or un- 
steady in their attitude toward the Word 
of God; your joke just helps the Devil 
in his design to cheat them. ; 

Make up your mind, not only never 
to treat any part of Scripture lightly 
but that what you say shall increase re- 
spect and reverence for it. I say it with 
conviction: the Bible in its sacred con- 
tents is as inviolate as the very person 
of our Lord himself. In a startling 
sense, the Bible is the Living Word 
(John 6:63; Heb. 4:12). 

Fellows, let it be your firm and un- 
changing purpose to hold high, upon its 
proper level, this Holy Word. And along 
with it, the names of God the Father, 
Jesus .Christ, and the Holy Spirit — the 
three persons of the Holy Trinity: You 
tegard it as patriotic to respect the flag 
of your country; and it is. You would 
not permit anyone to abuse it, or trail 
it in the dust. You are even shocked 
to see it left suspended in the rain, or to 
see it unfurled upside down. 

That is all right; but the flag cannot 
compere with God’s holy name and God’s 
Holy Word. These are the eternal factors 
which had to do with life and hope and 
immortality; they pertain to the Holy 
God, the Creator of the universe and 
the Saviour of mankind. Keep them in 
their proper place—high and lifted up 
— with all the powers God has given you 
for that very purpose. And if some one 
in the party makes a jest of them: no 
matter who laughs (even preachers will 
sometimes do it), don’t you laugh, but 
show by the seriousness of your face 
that you do not subscribe to that kind 
of profanity. It may be that you will 
be the ,one person in the group to help 
them get back to sanity and sober think- 
ing. It will take courage, yes; but -for 
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Christ’s sake and your priceless hope in 

him, you can bear this silent testimony 

to the holiness of his name and Word.

What remedy would you suggest for 
this failure? (Psa. 91:1; John 15:7.) We 
cannot forget one with whom we con- 
stantly associate. People who accom- 
plish things for God are those who: 
(1) make time to remember him; (2) ac- 
knowledge him openly before others; 
(3) become acquainted with him 
through his Word; (4) associate with 
others who know him well. 

How does the life of Uzziah, king of 
Judah, correspond with this formula? 
Please open your Bibles to 2 Chronicles 
26 and search for the following points, 
enlarging on each as we study: 

His Spiritual Life 

1. He did right-in God’s sight (v. 4). 

2. He sought God (v. 5). 

3. He associated with. God’s prophet 
(v. 5). 

His Accomplishments 

(The teacher may point out how Uz- 
ziah’s accomplishments, through God’s 
help, are similar to those of a Christian, 
through Christ, the Victor.) 

1. He conquered enemies (vs. 6, 7; 
Rom. 8:37). 

2. He built cities and towers (vs. 6, 
9, 10; Matt. 7:24; 2 Sam. 22:51). 

3. He fortified his possessions (vs. 9, 
15; 2 Sam. 2272, 3). 

4. He engineered a water project (v. 
10; Isa. 12:3). 

5. He loved and encouraged agricul- 
ture, a basic industry (v. 10; John 15:1, 
2). : F 

6. He equipped his warriors for effi- 
cient service (v. 14; Eph. 6: 11-18). 

His Blessings 

1. He won new territory (v. 6). 

2. He received gifts from his neighbors 
(v. 8). 
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3. God helped him and made him pros- 
perous (vs. 5, 7). 

4. “His name spread far abroad” (v. 
15). 

His Downfall 

1. “But . . . his heart was lifted up” 
(v. 16). 

2. He was successful as king, and he 
attempted to become successful as priest, 
also (vs. 17, 18). (The teacher may re- 
view the dramatic account. of Korah’s 
punishment for a similar offence. See 
numbers 16: 1-40.) 

In his early years King Uzziah was 
busy conquering, building, fortifying, 
and providing for his people; serving 
and worshiping God; and prospering 
materially and socially. “But when he 
was strong” he considered himself on 
an equality with the interceding priest. 
What was Uzziah’s sin? The lesson title 
names it: “Forgetting God.” Uzziah 
forgot that God is holy and must be ap- 
proached by mankind through God’s 
own chosen way. 

What should Uzziah have done? His 
position as king permitted him no extra 
privileges of worship. He, like all other Is- 
raelites who were not priests, should have 
waited outside the Temple in silence and 
prayer (Luke 1:9, 10) while the officiat- 
ing priest went within with his censer, 
filled with burning coals from the brazen 
altar, and the prescribed incense (Exod. 
30: 34-36). Incense would not take the 
place of personal prayer, but as the 
cloud of fragrance filled the Holy Place 
it signified that the prayer being made 
by the congregation outside was accept- 
able unto the heavenly Father. No one, 
though, except the anointed priests, de- 
scendants of Aaron, could perform this 
ceremony (Exod. 30:7, 8). 

Imagine, then, Uzziah’s presumption ! 
He picked up a golden censer (1 Kings 
7:50), sanctified for the use of priests 
only (Exod. 30:29), and carried it with 


its burning coals and incense (Lev. 16:: 


12, 13) up the steps of the Temple into 
the Holy Place where only priests could 


go (Exod. 27:21). On he walked until: 


he stood beside the sacred golden altar 
of incense (2 Chron. 4:19-21). At that 
moment, Azariah, followed by eighty 
other priests, rushed forward and com- 
manded his king to halt. As the king, 
in anger, lifted the censer-to deposit the 
smoking incense upon the altar, God 
suddenly intervened. Uzziah had sinned 
against the Lord, and his sin had found 
him out. (2 Chron. 26:18, 21; Num. 32: 
23). For the remainder of his life King 
Uzziah was separated, because of ‘lep- 
rosy, from fellowship with his subjects. 

What significance does this have for 
your lives? Only “in the name” of the 
Lord Jesus, your High Priest, can you 
approach the Father (John 14:6). - Do 
you realize that every time you meet 
with God in prayer your risen Lord is 
meeting with him, too, and while he, like 
the officiating priest, remains unseen, yet 
the fragrance of his response fills your 
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life? (1 Pet. 1:8; Rev. 8:3, 4.) Have you 
a hurt in your heart, a temptation which 
is hard to resist, a decision to make, or 
a victory over which you would like 
to rejoice? Won’t you meet with the 
Lord and tell him-all about it? He alone 
can truly understand. 

(Let the girls reverently consider, 
through these verses, their High Priest, 
Christ Jesus: John 16:23; Rom. 8:34; 
1 Tim. 2:5; Heb. 2:17, 18; 3:1; 7:25-28: 
9:24; 1 Pet. 5:7). Also, in connection 
with this lesson, the teacher might read 
a pamphlet! by the Editor, Charles G. 
Trumbull, “Perils of the Victorious Life 
—A ‘Safety First’ Message.” It contains 
many concrete illustrations of warning 
to Christians.) 

Next week we shall study about Isaiah 
who made a full surrender of his life 
to God. Please read as much as pos- 
sible of Isaiah’s message, and mark the 
choice verses. Also learn Mark 10:45.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Again we have a king to put in our 
row on the board — Uzziah. Refresh the 
children’s memory by reviewing the 
~stories of these men briefly while the fig- 
ures are on the board. 











ZZIAH is another young man to 

study about, for he was only six- 
teen years old when he Was made king. 
He had a father who started out to 
serve the Lord, but not with a perfect 
heart, and he was turned away to other 
gods, and God allowed men to kill him. 
But Uzziah set out to serve the Lord, 
and the Lord wads with him. He war- 
red. against the Philistines and defeated 
them, and also the Ammonites. He was 
a: great warrior and had a great army, and 
he became known in all the nations 
round about, so that none wanted to 
war with him. 

But the same thing happened to Uz- 
ziah that so often happens to people 
when they become great or rich or 
famous: he forgot God and got all puffed 
up over his own greatness. So one day 
he decided he would offer incense in 
the Temple—burn incense before the 
Lord. He went into the Temple, and the 
high priest and eighty other priests tried 
to stop him; and they told him he 
couldn’t offer incense because God had 
forbidden anyone but the priests to do 
it. But Uzziah was very angry, and he 
took a’ censer in his hand to offer in- 
cense, and as he stood there God struck 
him with leprosy in his forehead where 
all the priests could see it, and they

started to put him out, but he went out 
himself, because he knew God had sent 
the leprosy. All his life, he was a leper. 
He reigned fifty-two years, but he al- 
ways had to live in a separate house, 
because he was a leper, and his son lived 
in the king’s house, and helped rule the 
people. 

What a terrible thing to have happen 
to anyone! Every day of Uzziah’s life 
he had to remember that one day when 
he disobeyed God. The rest of his life 
he seems to have served the Lord, and 
is named as one of the good kings. 

Do you ever forget God and what he 
has told you to do? God may not pun- 
ish you as he did Uzziah, but somehow 
you will be judged for it. People think 
they are getting by with disobedience 
to Ged, but they are not. I knew a man 
and his wife who were Christians, but 
for a few years they had a great deal 
of money, and they quite forgot God. 
They didn’t have time to go to church, 
and they couldn’t get the children to 
Sunday school. After awhile they lost 
everything they had. Today they are 
poor, and they have turned again to the 
Lord. But the children who grew up 
while they were not serving God are 
not Christians. The father said to me 
awhile ago as he asked me to pray for 
these children, “If I hadn’t forgotten 
God, they would not be the children 
they are today.” So you see, somehow 
we are punished when we turn away 
from God. 

Let us print this verse today, and 
learn it, “Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits” (Psa. 103:2). 
And may we never forget God and his 
love and care; and how he sent his only 
begotten Son to be our Saviour. Is 
Jesus Christ your Saviour?

Dhadi's Sacrifice

«CYALAAM! Salaam! Sahib! Please 
give a heart of pity, and let me 

enter your Home-of-Healing.” Mr. 
Smith, the missionary in charge of the 
leper boys’ Home in South India, looked 
at the poor lad kneeling at his feet, and 
his kind heart was touched. 

“What is your name, my son?” 

“Dhadi Rani,” was the prompt reply. 

“Well, Dhadi, our boys’ Home is very 
full just now, but, as I hope we may 
be able to help you, because your years 
are small, I will, somehow or other, 
make room for you, though it will be a 
tight squeeze.” 

The relief and joy which filled the 
eyes of the poor leper boy were some- 
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thing which rewarded the missionary for 
all his self-sacrifice and love. 

Dhadi’s story was soon told. His 
mother was a poor widow with several 
children, and when Dhadi, her eldest 
son, was stricken with the terrible dis- 
ease of leprosy he found that no one 
would hire him in the village, and he 
dreaded being a useless burden. His 
younger brother had begun to show signs 
of the same complaint, so Dhadi made 
up his mind to leave home. Happily, 
a Christian neighbor had heard some- 
thing about a distant Home for leper 
boys at Milapore, and he advised Dhadi 
to try to get there. It was, however, 
a miracle that the poor lad ever man- 
aged to do so, for it was, a ten weeks’ 
journey. 

Oh, how happy Dhadi was to find such 
a comfortable place where every one 
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was so kind and friendly! He had been 
so cruelly treated on the road that it 
made him realize what a blessing it was 
to come at last to find people who loved 
and cared for boys like him. 

“Whatever makes them do it?” he 
asked one of the boys the day after he 
arrived. : 

“Truly it is because they greatly love 
the Lord Jesus,” he replied. “He has 
bidden them to follow his example when 
he lived on earth and healed poor 
lepers.” 

‘To Dhadi it all seemed very wonder- 
ful; gradually he came to understand 
better when he came to love the same 
Saviour. 

After some months of treatment Dhadi 
improved so much that the doctor hoped 
in time that he might be cured. “But 
‘you must be patient, my boy, I cannot 
promise that it will be for a good while 
‘yet. You now say you love and trust 
the Lord Jesus, so you must go on pray- 
ing to him to use and bless all the medi- 
cine we are giving you to make you 
better. You know Jesus is the very same 
all-powerful Healer.” 

Dhadi’s bright smile was very cheer- 
ing, for he was one of the best boys 
they had ever had in the Home, and so 
grateful for everything. It was there- 
fore a great surprise to Mr. Smith when 
the matron of the boys’ Home came the 
next day to say that Dhadi had disap- 
peared. 

“It seems very strange, but he must 
have run away, though I cannot under- 
stand why Dhadi of all our boys should 
run away. He was always so very happy 
and keen to get quite well, so as to 
‘ return home and help his mother.” 

It certainly was a mystery, but Dhadi 
must have slipped out unnoticed, and 
nothing could be heard of him. -How- 
ever, in that busy, crowded Home his 
place was soon taken, and he was for- 
gotten. 

Weeks passed, and then some three 
months after, when crossing the com- 
pound, Mr. Smith saw two miserable 
looking boys limping toward him. He 
could only just recognize Dhadi, he 
looked so thin, dirty, and exhausted. 

“Sahib! Sahib!” he cried throwing 
himself down on the ground. “Forgive 
me! I felt I just had to go home and 
bring my little brother, Santal, for he 
also has got the same evil sickness. He 
is much younger than I am, and you said 
so often that. it was a pity I had not 
come here sooner.” 

“In truth, Dhadi, we are glad that this 
was the reaSon you left us, for we were 
puzzled. Now you must both go and be 
washed and fed, then later I will see 
you again.” Mr. Smith felt very sorry, 
for he must tell Dhadi he could not 
take them both as he had no room for 
two more boys, and still less money to 
feed them. It was a bitter grief and 
disappointment when Dhadi found his 
earnest plea was in vain. ; 

“No, my boy, one of you must leave; 
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I cannot say which; you must decide. 
Just think and pray over it, and tell me 
tomorrow.” 

When the next day came Dhadi with 
a brave smile told Mr. Smith that he 
was going home. “My little brother 
must stay here and be saved at all costs.” 
Every one was truly sorry, but it had 
to be. But oh, what joy! It was some 
months later when Dhadi’s story moved 
a kind friend away in the homeland to 
send a gift which enabled the brothers 
to be together again. 

Some day it is hoped they will both 
be cured, and return home to show, as 
well as to tell, what the Lord Jesus has 
done for them.

LTHOUGH there is still room for 

considerable improvement in adver- 
tising, nevertheless, it is good to know 
that there is a definite effort on foot 
among the better advertisers toward 
truthful advertising. ‘Advertising con- 
ferences, as well as the National Asso- 
ciation of Better Business Bureaus are 
stressing, not only the unwisdom of 
making misleading statements in adver- 
tising, but also the danger of withhold- 
ing information that the purchaser 
should have.

However, as in all other Walks of 
life, there are some who refuse to do 
what is right, and who employ dishon- 
est and misleading advertising in an 
effort to sell their products. Noticeable 
among these are, three evil products 
against which young people: need espe- 
cially to guard. They are intoxicating 
liquors, cigarettes and tobacco, and the 
motion pictures. 

Handsomely colored pictures of well- 
dressed, good-looking young people ac- 
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company glowing testimonials and slo- 
gans telling of the satisfying “pick-up” 
qualities of cigarettes and the healthful 
qualities of whisky, beer, and ale. Over 
the radio we hear the gurgling of liquor 
being poured out of bottles, the de- 
scription of the fine taste and sup- 
posedly health-giving qualities of this 
or that drink. Reviewers tell us of the 
exciting and entertaining thrill to be 
experienced from this or that moving 
picture, and floaters are thrust under 
our doors containing the most superla- 
tive and exaggerated statements con- 
cerning the latest thrillers in the movies. 
ve 

What can we, as young people, do 
about such advertising? First of all we 
can refuse to be fooled or enticed by it. 
In our young people’s meeting two 
weeks ago, we considered the matter of 
intemperance. We learned of some ex- 
cellent literature that is available to 
combat it. Some additional pamphlets 
on smoking and motion pictures are 
listed at the close of this article.

But we will need more than informa- 
tion, if we are to resist the continuous 
impact that meets our eyes and ears. 
We need a sure grounding in the Word 
of God, and a strength that comes alone 
from a heart in which dwells the Holy 
Spirit unhindered and unchecked. 

We need more than blind prejudice 
against these evils, if we are to help 
other young people understand their 
harmfulness. We need a real concern 
that they may know the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour and may experi- 
ence his keeping power. 

In taking our stand against the adver- 
tising of such vicious products, we shall 
have to make sacrifices. Is it consistent 
regularly to subscribe to magazines that 
advertise so flagrantly evils which we 
must disapprove as Christians? Can we 
discourage the reading of such adver- 
tising or the listening to such radio pro- 
grams as mention these products, if we 
ourselves read or listen?

We may voice our protest to the pe- 
riodical, or to.the radio station. If 
every Christian took a definite and firm 
stand in this direction, few magazines 
and radio stations could resist the force 
of united opinion.

We shall miss an unusual opportu- 
nity in conducting this particular meet- 
ing in our young people’s group, if we. 
fail to point out the misleading adver- 
tising of which we ourselves may be 
guilty. We call ourselves Christians. 
Our name is on some church record. 
But do our lives advertise the purity 
and winsomeness and kindness of the 
Lord Jesus? We are ready enough to 
sing, “More like the Master I would 
ever be.” How often are we willing 
to get up a few moments earlier in the 
morning to have our quiet time, and 
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thus to give him the opportunity to make 
us more like himself? 

While it is right that we should be 
concerned about evils that are all about 
us, that we should avoid them our- 
selves and seek to help other young 
people avoid them, the greatest need 
in this old world is for honesty and 
truthfulness in advertising the Lord 
Jesus. Young people, who do not know 
him, need to see in Christians a true 
reflection of Christ. That will be the 
best “better advertising” propaganda we 
can ever effect.

Bible Quiz Book. By J. Vernon Jacobs. 
(Standard Publishing Co., Cincinnati, 50 
cents.) This paper’covered book of 132 
pages contains six sections of Bible 
questions and tests. Unlike most books 
of this character, it contains lists or 
studies on the teachings of the Bible as 
well as on its history, geography, char- 
acters, and books. The first section is 
entitled, “Tests,” and is composed'of tests 
made up in modern style —true-false, 
choice of answers, completion, associa- 
tion, and designation. The second sec- 
tion is made up of “Bible Games.” 
“Problem Studies” is the title of the 
third section. Here are presented prac- 
tical everyday problems of the Christian 
life, and the object is to find verses:in 
the Bible which solve these problems. 
In a few of these questions there may 
be differences of 6pinion as to the an- 
swers, and it is.-to be noted that the 
author in giving the answer holds the 
Arminian’ view. “Bible Drills” is com- 
posed of questions covering almost the 
entire Bible. The-section under the title, 
“Memory. Verses,” is designed to aid in 
the selection of choice verses for memo- 
rization. The verses are classified by 
subject. The last section is entitled, 
“Reference Finding,” and contains lists 
of good verses for use in such a contest, 
and also a list of the outstanding chap- 
ters of the Bible. Christian workers 
among young people will find this book 
worth far more than its actual cost. 


The Book of Beginnings. By Alexander 
Marlowe. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Co., Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) Although 
the Authorized Version is probably as 
fine a translation as has ever been made 
of any book, yet it is impossible in a 
translation of any part of the Old Testa- 
ment to represent in English all the 
shades of meaning found in the original. 
Some years ago the late Professor Rob- 
ert Dick Wilson ,wrote to the author of 
this book: “It does not very often hap- 
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pen that a professional poet is also a 
Hebrew scholar. ...I should be very 
eager to see from your hand a transla- 
tion of the Book of Genesis. It would 
be interesting to observe how its numer- 
ous passages of stupendous poetry, hid- 
den in the original Hebrew, would ap- 
pear, reclothed in your English version.” 

To this task Dr. Marlowe devoted his 
spare time for many years. The trans- 
lation which he has given is not intended 
to be a substitute for the Authorized 
Version, but supplementary to it. Used 
in this way it should be of great value 
to the devout reader. It is a sound and 
scholarly work, despite a few ‘rather 
fanciful interpretations, some of which 
are distinctly unfortunate. 

At first the English reader will be 
mystified by the many words that Dr. 
Marlowe transliterates instead of trans- 
lating into English. Thus instead of say- 
ing God, he says “the Elohim.” The 
serpent he reads “Nahash.” Egypt he 
reads “Mizraim.” This is especially good 
in the case of the great compound name 
“El Shaddai,” which most English ver- 
sions render “Almighty God,”—an ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory translation. “El 
Shaddai” is a proper name, not a title, 
and the idea of the power and might of 
God is not primary in it. It is much 
better to transliterate it. 

The book is valuable simply to read 
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through for its echoes of the poetry 


of the original Hebrew. Its greater value, 
however, consists in a careful compari~ 
son with the Authorized Version for 
the additional light that it throws upon 
some of the incidental meanings. For 
this purpose it would be far more use- 
ful if there had been some reference to 
the chapter and verse numbers. Since 
these are utterly ignored in the book; it 
will be hard for many readers to com- 
pare the translation of isolated verses in 
this book with that in the Authorized 
Version,
